The greatest 
hazard that the new government has 
to face is in the -unreasonable_ de- 
mands that may be made upon it by 
the.unthinking and untutored among 
the farmers who imagine that all the 
farmers’ troubles will be at an end 
now that the Farmer Government is 
in power. The new government may 
be able to accomplish wonders, but it 
cannot do everything. In his address 
at Red Deer, on the eve of the elec- 
tion, Mr. Wood predicted that if the 
Farmers were placed in power, the 
next fourteen months would witness 
a battle royal between the forces of 
democracy and those of capitalism. 
He doubtless was convinced that fi- 
nances would be withheld. If that is 
the case, it will require a very strong, 
steadying hand to hold the farmer 
forces together while they face the 
storm. H. W. Wood, as the advocate 
of the class movement, will be better 
able to control the farmer forces as 
President of the U.F.A. than he could 
as Premier of Alberta; he will be bet 
ter able to maintain it as an economic 
group with the government as its 
servant, instead of a political organi- 
zation with the U.F.A. as its propa- 
gating machine. 

All eyes will be focussed upon the 
i42w Premier and his Government. 
‘sublic sentiment as expressed by the 
press seems to favor him as a man 
of ability and promisé. The News 
joins in congratulating him upon his 
appointment, and we are _ perfectly 
willing to give him time and oppor- 
tunity to make good,

AN INSANE POLICY. 


Elsewhere: in this issue of The 
News, we reproduce an editorial from 
the Winnipeg Tribune dealing with 
the Fordney tariff, which was recently 
passed by the United States ‘congress. 
This is substantially the measure that. 
was vetoed ‘by ex-President ‘Wilson 
shortly before his term of office. ex- 
pired. 

The ‘passing of this ‘legislation 
serves to demonstrate the insanity of 
the idea of passing our raw. materials 
over to the United States to be manu- 
factured and passed ‘on by that: coun- 
try to the markets of the world. Can- 
ada has been led into that habit be- 
cause it was easy. 
big prices for frain and cattle during 
the war, Canadians were perfectly 
satisfied with the prices the American 
buyers were willing to pay and did 
not stop to question what: the Ameri- 
cans’ profits were on our products. 
The result is that Canada has been 
feeding the: American chilled meat 
industry as well as its milling and 
other enterprises. 

Now, the American bars are up, but 
Canada has equal access to the mar- 
kets of the world and must necessarily 
develop her own foreign trade. The 
U.F.A. has paid some attention -to a 
discussion of the development of a 
chilled meat industry here. It: is to 
be hopeq that the new government 
will crystallize the discussion 
action. Canada must -market her 
products in the finished state, anl in 
so doing will develop Canadian indus- 
try. 

It is a mistaken idea to arggue that 
the. farmers produce the wealth of the 
country. Wheat is not wealth. The 
wealth comes from what the consumer 
is willing, or does, pay for the flour 
and other products that are made 
from the wheat. Without the con- 
sumer, there is no wealth but waste. 
The production ‘of good grain and live 
stock is the first essential step. The 
provision of efficient manufacturing, 
transportation and marneting facili- 
ties is the second step. The cultiva- 
tion of a desire to buy these products 
by a consuming public somewhere is 
the third necessary step in the ac- 
quirement of wealth. The manufac- 
turing portion of our population are 
consumers of our prducts, 8 by devel- 
oping manufactures we are automati- 
cally providing markets, home mar- 
kets, for a portion of what we produce, 

If the Fordney tariff forces Canada 
to develop its manufacturing indus- 
tries along with its agricultural 
growth, the United States will merit 
an everlasting debt of ggratitude for 
teaching us to do the thing that we 
should have had sense enouggh to do 
long ago. Already the action of the 
United States has stopped a lot of 
the extreme free trade talk to which 
we have been subjct in recent years. 
The adverse rate of xchange has also 
had quite an effect in that regard. 
Finished products are more valuable 
than raw products, As-we increa-s 
the value of our exports and decreas: 
the volume of our imports, so will we 
enhance the value of our coin.

- ON THE SIDE OF CAUTION 

Politically, Mr, Greenfield was a Lib- 
eral before the entry of the U.F.A. 
into politics and was on the local 
party organization from the first of the 
Pembina constituency. His influence 
in regard to the entry of the farmers 
into the political field has been on the 
side of caution holding that the U.F.A. 
should move carefully and should not 
be eager to assume the responsibility’ 
of conducting the affairs of the prov- 
ince until fully prepared. 

When the time came, however, 
Premier-to-be Greenfield did not hesi- 
tate to take a hand in-the campaign 
for farmer representation, nor did he 
stop at the inevitable split with his 
old party connecti6n. He has bee- 
active in the selection of the U.F.A, 
candidates in several of the constit- 
uencies, and took part in particular 
in the Medicine Hat contest.

Pack fruit tightly-in sterilized jars. 
Set the jars in a pan of hot -water and 
fill them quite full with syrup; screw 


or place covers on loosely. Place jars |-- 


in warm water up to the neck, in 
kettle or boiler stove and bring grad- 
ually to the boil. For berries of any 
kind and cherries, boil 10 to 15 min- 
utes; for large fruits, Boil 20 minutes;
